But 
there was no help for It, aud they had to 
say farewell to their great leader. With 
their leader gone, there was danger that 
they would become discouraged, and say, 
" Lot us go back again to tbo land whence 
we came." For if they wore so easily dis- 
couraged while Hoses was alive, how much 
more easily would they now lose heart 
when he was gonel Tho natural heart 
would say, " Moses is dead; now, there- 
fore, all is lost." Men havo become dis- 
couraged with far less reason than this, 
•and have given up all effort. But iust as 
this danger was boforo them God speaks to 
their leader, and cnhcartona him most 
grandly. " Moses my servant Is dead, now 
therefore arise, go over this Jordan, thou 
and all this people, unto the land which I do 
give to them, even to tho children of Israel." 
This word was calculated to cheer them 
all, and to

God can not forsake them, in spite of ap- 
pearances. 


After G-od had thus encouraged Joshua 


aud tho people, and had renewed His 
promises to them as fully as He had. ever 
made them to Moses, He gavo somo very 
curious directions to Joshua, as to how ho 
should conduct himself in order to win that 
land. These commands, if given to a mod- 
ern array, would sound very strange; for 
they were not at all commands as to how to 
set tho battle m array against the enemy, 
nor how many regiments ho was to organ- 
ize, and how they wcro to bo drilled. Kot a 
word was said about any of these things. 
Joshua was enjoined to bo very courageous, 
and this injunction was many times re- 
peated;' but thero was not a word said 
about courage in battle.

Read verso 7, and you. will see tho 
answer to this question. ''Be thou strong 
and very courageous, that thou mayest ob- 
serve to do according to all the law which 
Moses my servant commanded thec; turn 
thou not from it to tho right hand or to the 
left, that thou mayest prosper whither- 
soever thou gocst." 
Surely there never 


were stranger marching orders given to 
any commander in the world. And to im- 
press it deeply upon tho roind of Joshua, 
this command is repeated more than once. 
"Why did God thus instruct His servant? 
Because Ho knew that tho foundations of 
the prosperity of tho nation lay, not in its 
army or in its" navy, but in its moral charac- 
ter; and that if it obeyed tho voice of tho 
Lord its God, co peoplo would be able to pre- 
vail against it. This was the deep reason that 
called forth the injunctions to Joshua. And 
the future history of Israel showed that 
God was right in what He affirmed. For 
never while they obeyed tho voice of tho 
Lord their God wero the enemies of Israel 
able to overcome thorn. It was only when 
they rebelled againstHim that they suffered 
defeat Wo shall seo this Illustrated re- 
peatedly as wo go on to study tho story of 
the victories and defeats of the people.—
